The towu- 
ship tried to take tbe position that tbe 
questiou of necessity for a water break 
was one entirely for the olh'cials of the 
township to decide aud not for the 
jury but the Court held that while tbe 
Supervisors were the proper -persons 
to determine whether a water break 
was necessary but m puttiog it there 
tbey were bouud to construct it iu 
such a mauuer that it would not be 
dangerous to travel. 


It was also conteuded that the water 


breaks had been in tbe road at the 
same point for years but tne Court 
held that time did not sanction un- 
lawful obstructions and that water 
Breaks were uot considered necessary 
bv modern road builders. 


The law easts upon the Supervisors 


the ueces&ity of keepiug a public road 
at all seasons clear of all impediments 
to easy and convenient passing and 
travel, and to keep safe was construed 
to keep free from danger from -water 
breaks that would cause injury. 


In the ease referred to the township 


bad to pay nearly §1000 for damages 
without counting costs and attorney 
fees 
Any sucervior could easily 


learu the danger of water breaks by 
taking a ride in the rear seat of an 
auto and as he passes over the water 
breaks be will feel the momentum 
that frequeutly is sufficient to burl 
one from, tbe car. Accidents bave been 
heard of where occupants of rear seat 
of covered automobiles bave 
been 


thrown against top of ears and were cut 
aud .injured aud every day a water 
break remains on the public road is a 
menace to the treasury of tbe towu- 
ship. for it may be called upon to pay 
hospital bills and damages tor injuries 
received by reason of a water .break. 
A small sum will remove every water 
break in a township and provide side 
drainage, and make traveling safe 
When the accident comes caused by 
the water break it may- take four or 
five times, perhaps ten or twenty 
times tne amount that w<mld have re 
moved tbe breakers to pay tbe dam- 
ages.

BREAD AS OLD AS MANKIND 


-Relics of Prehistoric Ancestors of the 


Present Race Prove That They 


Used It for* Food. 


Tnat Very respectable and 
useful 


-couple—bread and cheese—have for 
so^ long been closely associated that 
one might have supposed them to 
have been born a"bout the same^time. 
and to iave been brought up in each 
other's company through all the ages. 
"It would seem, iowever, that^ bread 
•can boast of a much more honorable 
-antiquity than its sister, caeese, wiicb, 
so far as one can discover, is a com- 
paratively modern invention. 
There 


is. ot course, nothing to prove that the 
ancient Britons did not make cheese, 
but if they did. they failed to leave 
"behind them even so much as a por- 
!tion of the rind. 


The history of bread, on the other 


•band, can easily be traced back to 
the earliest times, both in this and 
other countries. 
In Switzerland, m 


particular, abundant proof has been 
-forthcoming from time to time that 
•the art of baking was quite well un- 
derstood by our prehistoric ancestors, 
excavations conducted on the site of 
some of the numerous lake dwellings 
of that country showing that both 
milling and baking must have been

John Moody, editor'of Moody's Mag- 


azine, a financial monthly has gather- 
ed the tads showing that trusts have 
grown from i}8, representing 072 plants 
in 1897 with a capitalization of $1,419, 
428,500.00 to 22-1 trusts in 19H repre- 
senting 4,420 plants with a capitaliza- 
tion of $8,000,21)0,801. 
•

"Industrial combinations in the great 


majority of case.-., have been formed 
primarily ior the purpose of control- 
ling or "advancing prices to the con- 
sumer. While the theory has been 
pet sistently urged for many yeais that 
the main purpose of combination was 
to reduce producing and operating 
costs, and thus increaase profits with 
out the advancement oi prices, the 
records shown during the entire trust 
era go to prove that such has not been 
the case. The great enlargement in 
profits has for the most part been ac- 
complished by price advances and not 
by cost curtailment.'' 


Mr. Moody's idea is that a protec- 


tive tariff, particularly the Dingley 
tariff, and not any natural or evolu- 
tionary tendency toward business cen- 
tralization, is to blame for the growth 
of the trusts. 


"Jt is a noteworthy fact that the 


capital represented bv industrial trusts 
in this country doe? not reflect except 
to partial extent, the investment of 
money or property. While no exact 
figures on the subject are obtainable, 
it is reliaoly estimated that not more 
than 25 per cent, of the eight billions of 
capitalization represents original in- 
vestment. The remaining 75 per cent 
is what is commonly called '".vater" 
but is what is more definitely describ- 
ed as the 'capitalization' of earning 
power.' For 
industrial trusts, like 


franchise trusts, railroad trusts, etc.. 
have all adopted the method during 
the past generation of capitalizing not 
only tlie original and current invest- 
ment in the plants and property but 
also the net profits which can be 
shown. 


Thus it is apparent that in tlie case 


of those trusts which have "been built 
up chiefly on tariff, benefits, a large 
part of the net profits shown, and in 
some cases two-thirds or three-fourths 
of the profits, are the direct result of 
the protective legislation which, thej 
have received.

This move is expected to save the 


government abouf $900,000 annually 
and the national banks which pay ior 
the plates for their notes and part of 
the cost ol redemption, about $200,000. 
The economies would be effected in 
steel for the plates, in paper and in 
labor. 
For many months the only deterrent 


to the step hy executive authority has 
been the belief that it would be neces- 
.ary for congress to appropriate about 
;].000,000 to replace the national hank 
note plates, which have been paid for 
jy the national banks. This problem 
las been solved by a y*an to have the 
jeneral design of all national bank 
notes uniform, requiring only one en- 
graved plate for each denomination 
and to place on the notes by surface 
printing the name, location and charter 
number of the bank. This would do 
away with separate plates for each 
jank, - 
Eighteen months would be required 


to eftect the change by the prepara- 
tion of the designs, engraving of 'he 
plates and printing of the notes. To 
meet the objection that, for a time at 
least there would he two sizes of cur- 
rency in circulation, it has been sug 
gested that" the government print m 
advance a sufficient quantity of the 
notes of the new size to be exchangee 
at the subtreasuries and national 
banks on a fixed date. The change 
could be substantially accomplished 
within a few days, treasury -officials 
oelieve.

How to Dust. 


\Vhenyoucleau a room, it is not 


enough to stir up the dust. You must 
remove it. When you brush a feather 
duster over a desk or a chair, you 
merely scatter the dust 
Soon it bet- 


ties and you have your woikr to d<> 
over again. lu the meantime, while 
the dust is m the air, you are probably 
breathing it mto your luugn, irritating 
your uuse aud throat 
and putting 


yourself m danger of catarrh. 


Don't use a feather duster. Take a 


soft, dry cloth when you dust aud 
shake it rrequeutiy out of the wmdow 
Another method is to use slightly 
moistened cloths, riuaiutr them, out 10 
water when you have finished. 


It is bard to sweep a room without 


raising dust If you can afford it, buy 
a vacuum cleaner- The next best 
thing in sweeping a carpet is to moist- 
en a newspaper, tear itinto scraps aud 
scatter these upon the door. The damp 
pieces of paper will catch the dust. 
Sprinkle moist sawdust ou bare floors 
This will prevent the stirring up of 
much dust wheu you sweep. Iseitber 
paper nor sawdust should be arippmg 
wet—only moist. 


Remember that the idea in sweep- 


ing and dusting is to remove the dust 
—not to stir it up—aud act according- 
ly.—Karl de Schwemitz, Executive 
Secretary.
